THE CARE OF YOUNG CHICKS 
IN NAY AND JUNE. 

All breeders who expect to exhibit 
tbia fall have had their chicks hatched 
off for two or three months, but there 
are just scores of people who didn't 
set a hen until jn April. I had a 
come to me the other day Ithia being 
the latter part of April) saying that he 
had ordered a fine setting of eggs. He 
hasn't gotten his egga yet. and by the 
time he geta his eggs and geta hia 
chicks off it will then be the last of 
May. He may be able to raise good 
chick* from those egga. but for my 
part 1 would rather have a 
hatched in the early apring ( 
or March), than to have a ha 
hatch when hia will. 
Still there are going to tie lots of chicks 
hatched in May, so we must plan how 
to give them the beat of care and at- 
tention in order that they will develop 
into large healthy birds. The greatest 
thing to contend with will lie the ex- 
treme heat. If anyone has an orchaid 
that ia good and shady, or some other 
well shaded spot, then this is the place 
for theae May and June hatched chicks. 
If exposed to the hot sun too 
they will act •* though they are

thing ia done at once they will kill every 
one of them. Late hutched chicks do 
not s.»em to be as able to light them off 
as the earlier hatched rues. 

While the hen ia setting go to her 
nest every few days and dust her well 
with some good insect powder. Also 
it is a good idea to take your sprav and 
making a crude carbolic acid, one i|Uart 
to three parU of keroaene. Spray this 
all around the nest and the quarters 
where the setting hens are kept. Dust 
the hen again just before taking her off 
the nest then you are ready tu remove 
vour brood. 

After a few days if you aee by in- 
spection that you have not cleaned the 
chick, of the lice, then it is a goo 
to take each chick and greaae ita 
juat a little with sally meat grease lard. 
Then it would be do bad idea to let the 
little fellows. have a little sunshine to 
keep the grease from bothering them 
ao much. Alwayi remember that 
plenty of shade and to be free from 
lice is what they need most. 

I do not feed the chicks until they 
are at least forty-eight hours old. Tin n 
1 begin to feeding them on commercial 
chick feeds I have used a number of diS 
ferent kinds and tind them all to, be 
nearly the same in result.
